A Resolution to ProPose an
Artj.cle III, section 17, and the rePeal of
section 3, of the consti.tution of Nebraska

NOW, THEREEORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS
OE THE EIGHTY-NINTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND
SESSION:

Section 1. That at the general election in
November 1986 there shall be submitted to the electors
of the state of Nebraska for aPproval the follotring
amendment to Article III, sectj.on 17, and the repeal of
Artlcte xV, section 3, of the constitution of Nebraska,
which j.s hereby proposed by the Legislature:

cIII-17 'rThe Legislature shall have the sole
pov/er of impeachment, but a majority of the members
elected must concur therein. Proceedi.nqs may be
ini.tiated in either a reqular session or a sDecial
session of the Leoislature. Upon the adoption of a
resolution of impeachment. which resolution shall qive
reasonable notice of the acts or omissions alleqed to
constltute impeachable offenses but need not conform to
anv particular style. a notice of an i.mpeachment of any
officer, other than a Judge of the Supreme Court, shall
be forthwith served upon the chi.ef Justice, by the clerk
of the Legislature, who shalt thereuPon call a session
of the Supreme Court to meet at the CaPitol in an
expeditious fashion v*thin teB days after such notice to
try the j.mpeachment. A notice of an impeachment of the
Chj.ef Justice or any Judge of the Supreme Court shall be
served by the clerk of the Legislature, upon the clerk
any JudEe of the judicial district within which the
Capitol is located, and he or she thereupon sha}l not*fy
aI* the choose. at random. seven Judges of the District
Court in the State to meet r.ith hitt within thirty days
at the Capitol, to sit as a Court to try such
impeachment, which court shalI organj.ze by electing ole
of j.ts number to preside. The case aqainst the

appointed bv the Leqislature. t ho mav make technical or
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procedural amendments to the articles of impeachment asthev deem necessarv. The trial shalI be conducted inthe manner of a civiL proceedlno and the impeached civilofficer shall not be allowed to invoke a privileqe
aqainst self-incrimination. except as otherwiseapplicabl-e in a qeneral civil case. No person shall beconvicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of themembers of the Court of impeachment that clear andconvi.ncino evi.dence exists indicatinq that such person
is quiltv of one or more impeachable of.fenses, butjudgment in cases of impeachment shall not extendfurther than removal from office and dj-squalification tohold and enjoy any office of honor, profit, or trust, inthis State, but the party impeached, trhether convicted
or acquitted- shalI nevertheless be liable toprosecution and punishment according to Iaw. No officershall exercise his or her official duties after tre 9gEhg shall have been impeached and notified thereof,
until- he or she shall have been acquitted.

That Artj.cle XV, section 3, of the
Constitution is repealed. rr.

sec.2. The proposed amendment shall besubmitted to the electors in the manner prescribed byArticle XVI, section 1, of the Constitution of Nebraska.The proposition for the submission of the proposed
amendment shall be placed upon the baIIot in thefollowing form:

Sec.3. That the proposed amendment, ifadopted, shall be j.n force and take effect immediatelyupon the completion of the canvass of the votes, atwhich time it shall be the duty of the covernor toproclaim it as a part of the Constitution of Nebraska.
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
